PEACE TERMS UNOFFICIAL 


Petrog-rad, Russia, Oct. 24. — The 


Petrograd council of soldiers' and 
workmen's delegates on Monday adopt- 
ed a resolution proposed by Leen 
Trotsk, president of its executive com- 
mittee, and a leading MaximSlist^ de- 
claring the salvation of the country 
lies in the conclusion of peace as 
quickly as possible. 
The resolution 


contains declarations accusing Prem- 
ier Kernesky of a. desire to deliver 
Petrograd into the hands of the Ger- 
mans and their "imperialist allies," 
and also of openly favoring the Ger- 
man emperor. The resolution demands 
that all powers passed into the hands 
of the council of soldiers and work- 
men and instruct the executive com- 
mittee to propose an armistice to all 
the nations. As long as peace is not 
concluded, however, continued 
the 


resolution, th'e committee must de- 
fend Petrograd and restore the army 
to the status of a combative force. In' 
consequence of this resolution

Atlanta, Ga., Oct. 24—Lieut. Hans 


Berg, who brought the British liner 
Appam to Hampton roads as a prize 
after her capture off the Azores by 
the German raider Moewe nearly two 
years ago, was one of the ten prisoners 
who escaped last night from alien 
enemj. detention camp at Fort Mc- 
Pherson.

French Took 8,000 Prisoners in 
Tuesday's Brilliant Dash North- 


east of Soissons 


HUNS FACE ITALIANS 


Germans Reenforce Austrians— 


Big Battle Impending—Berlin 


Reports Captures 


General Petain's troops, who made 


a brilliant dash against the German 
line northeast 
of Soissons Tuesday 


morning, at last accounts were hold- 
ing all their gains and were meeting 
with no resistance from the forces of 
the German Crown Prince except by 
means of bombardment. In addition 
to the great gains in terraine, more

Likewise the British and French 


armies in Flanders are maintaining 
all the positions won northeast of 
Xpres Monday. Here the Germans 
have delivered several 
counter 
at- 


tacks in the region south of Houtholst 
forest, but have been unable to re- 
coup any c! their losses. 


Extremely 
heavy 
bombardments 


continue in the Verdun sector, and in 
the region of hill 314 the army of the 
German Crown Prince 
delivered a 


violent attack against the French. The 
enemy succeeded in capturing a French 
advanced position, but later in a 
counter attack was forced to relin- 
quish it. 


Germans Re-enforce Austrians. 
In the Anstro-Italian theatre large 


German forces have reinforced the 
A"strian line and apparently a big 
battle is imminent over the 23-mile 
front from Mont Rombon (southeast- 
ward through SHtch and Tolmino and 
thence southward to the Balnslzza pla- 
teau, which lies about ten miles north- 
east of GoHzia. 


The Berlin war office reports 
the 


capture, on the northern section of 
this front, of positions near SUtch and 
Tolmino, and also points in the north- 
ern portion of the Bainsizza plateau. 
The Germans began their offensive af- 
ter an intensive artillery fire, in which 
specially constructed gas shells were 
thrown at various places. According 
to the Italian war olTlce, bad weather 
intervened during tte attack and the 
fighting died down to some extent. The 
official communication adds that the 
Italians are unafraid as the result of 
the preparations of the Germans and 
Austrians, and that the enemy will 
find them "steady and prepared." 


Troops Probablj from Riga Prom. 
"Where the Germans obtained large 


numbers of re-enforcements for the 
Austrians in this region has not yet 
become apparent, but it is not improb- 
able that some ot them were sent post 
hc.bte from the northern Russian front, 
vhere between the Dvina river and tho 
Gulf of Riga, there has been a with- 
drawal by the Germans over a wide 
area. 
If these troops were not re- 


moved for the campaign in the Aus-

DOMINION TO GET 2,000.000 


TONS SOFT, 700 000 HARD 


"Washington, D. C., Oct. 24.—Under 


a definite allotment of American coal 
for Canada, announced tonight by the 
fuel administration, about ?,000,000 
tons of bituminous and 700,000 tons of 
anthracite will be permitted to move 
across tho Canadian border during the 
next two months. 


The allotment, which will materially 


reduce the volume of exports, were 
arranged in consultation with the 
Canadian authorities and after review 
of statistics showing the Dominion's 
fuel consumption during the past year 
and the future needs of its industry 
and domestic consumption. It was 
announced that Administrator Garfield 
had insisted that Canada b« treated as 
well as the Union In the matter of 
coal, but no better, and that the Can- 
adian government recognized that the 
United States was warranted in taking 
the present step to protect the Interest 
of its consumers. 


"Figures now available," says the 


adminisration's statement, "reveal the 
fact that during the first nine months 
of this year coal has been shipped into 
Canada in much larger quantities than 
in former years, so that the allotment 
now being made for the different prov- 
inces of Canada will involve a limita- 
tion not only of the amount to bo ex- 
ported by individual shippers, but of 
the aggregate tonnage going into Can- 
ada during the balance of the winter 


"In order to effectually control the 


situation, the fuel administration IM 
notifying individual shippers ot the 
amount of coal each will be permitted 


PERSHING PRESENT 


AT FRENCH ATTACK 


GOES OVER GROW; GERMAN 
REENFORCEMENTSSURRENDER 


With the French armies in France, 


Oct. 
20, by the Associated Press. —— 


General J. J. Pershing, commander in 
chief of the American forces in France, 
was present throughout today's battle 
northeast of Soissonf, accompanied by 
General Franchet d'Esperey of 
the 


French army. When the splendid vic- 
tory by tho French had been accom- 
plibhed the American commander went 
over the greater part of the conquered 
territory, visiting among other points 
the Vaurlanas farm, which is more 
than a quarter of a kilometer bsyond 
the original French line. 


Several squadrons of tanks paitici- 


pated in the battle and did excellent 
work in company with the advancing 
infantry. 
It was by means of these 


most modern war implements that tha 
Filain farm was captured. 


Most of the prisoners taken, who 


up to tonight numbered approximate- 
ly 8,000, while others were still pour- 
ing out of the 
deep caverns, were 


caught in quairies. One group, com- 
posed of 400 men was led out to sur- 
render by a German soldier who spoke 
French and who assured 
his com- 


rades that they need not fear bad 
conduct from their captors. Another 
batch of prisoners ffll into the hands 
of the French just as they alighted 
from motor trucks in which they had 
been hurried to the battle field as re- 
enforcements.

ASKS HOUSEWIVES TO 
LESSEN USE OF SUGAR 


REPRISALS FOR VIOLATION OF 


INDUSTRY'S AGREEMENT 


isew York, Oct. 24.—Violations of 


the agreement entered into yesterday 
by representatives of the 
different 


branches of sugar industry fixing the 
retail price of the commodity in Great- 
er New York at from 10 to 11 cents 
a pound will be punished by vigor- 
ous reprisals according to a statement 
issued tonight by Dr. Henry Mosko- 
witz, commissioner of public markets. 
At the same time he appealed to house- 
wives to cooperate by not hoarding or 
wasting sugar and by reducing their 
normal use to about one-half until 
the new crop arrives. 


He called attention to a. state law 


which makes hoarding, monopolization 
or wanton destruction of necessities 
with a view to enhancing a price of 
himilar necessities a misdemeanor and 
is punishable by a fine of not less 
than $100 or more than $1,000 or by 
imprisonment of not more than ona 
year or by both such fine and Imprison- 
ment. 


The commissioner has requested the 


national food administration and the 
state food commission to support the 
agreement.

After several days spent In the 


camps of tho American expeditionary 
forces in Prance, watching the men 
during taeir hours of work and of re- 
laxation, one thought was uppermost 
In my mind, saya a writer In the New 
York 
Sun. 
It was—do the folks 


at home realize what a big undertak- 
ing it is to supply all the little and 
varied wants of the men that the mili- 
tary establishment cannot provide? 


The waking life of the men consists 


of bayonet practice, grenade throwing, 
trench digging, ordinary drilling, sen- 
try duty, masking and trotting through 
the gas chamber, hiking and special 
work like street cleaning. Those are 
the duties. 


Then for the spare time. Outside of 


sleep there ere three excellent meals, 
strolling In the streets, shopping in the 
village stores, sitting In the village 
inns. The men are billeted in steles, 
sheds, barns, outhouses, and several 
companies are already living in the 
barracks. For the mess, they carry 
their plate, cup, knife, fork and spoon 
to the steaming outdoor cauldrons. I 
heard a youngster in the "Y" hut at 


("T" is the accepted army name 


for Y. M. O. A.) say: 


"This morning we had meat, French 


fried potatoes, warm biscuits, white 
bread, jam, coffee, milk in your coffee, 
sngar in your coffee." 


When the men have finished with 


their day's duties they are fed up 
with regulation., and want a letdown. 
And here is "where the Y. M. O. A. 
finds Its work. 
"Y" Huts Keep Pace With Army. 
The Y. M. O. A. huts are marching 


up with the army. As far as the fur- 
thest point of the soldiers the long 
wooden shelter nestles side by side 
with the field hospital and the barracks 
of the fighting men. 
When they go 


Into the trenches of the first line the 
"Y" will be there tn dugouts, with cof- 
fee and bars of chocolate. 
Along the 


J16 miles of soldiers ten huts and two 
temporary shelters are now operat- 
ing. 


Each evening I saw from 500 to 2,000 


men around at some of the 12 re- 
sorts. 
The soldiers have a dollar a 


day in money to spend ($35 a month) 
and a couple of hours a day in time. 
It is the job of the Y. 51. C. A. to en- 
able the boys to spend that time and 
money in and around the hut. The "Y" 
canteen has cigarettes, cigars, pipe, to- 
bacco, chocolate, chewing gum and 
ginger ale to catch n quarter or two 
out of the dally dolls r. 
The local 


secretary is showing the men who 
drop It how they can send some of 
that money home by money order. 
While I was standing behind the coun- 
ter at 
B soldier came In. 


"I've got a dollar a day to spend: I 


must spend it," he said. 


'Tm getting all the money I need," 


said another. 


•"Taln't enough," objected a third. 


"Instead of sending home I was figur- 
ing on having some come the other 
way." 


For entertainment motion pictures, 


singing and piano music aud snappy 
lectures are being put on nightly at 
the huts all along the line. 


Troops Restless and Lonely. 


The men are restless, lonely, fed on 


monotony, tired of regulations, sick of 
the sleepy villages where white dust 
lies thick on the hard road, lifting into 
white clouds from the wheels of cam- 
Ions, sick of the fly-specked Inns, with 
wice spots and wet wine on the tables 
and heavy boots bumping tables and 
chairs. They come from new towns, 
full ot booming: business, population 
Jumping a thousand every year, every 
citizen a town booster, live newspa- 
pers, a local baseball team, n vaude- 
ville house, three or four good motion 
picture houses with the latest favor- 
ites ; a clean hotel, three or four trains 
a day with mail "ccl newspapers, home 
life, social life, public entertainments, 
a job, decent woraen. Back home It 
takes a multitude of people to keep 
them happy. It takes nine numbers 
and 50 performers to float the local 
vaudeville, 15 or 20 men turning out 
the two lc:al newspapers, two changes 
of films a week in each one of three 
motion p'"ture houses, a local theater 
with a new play every week or two, 
good restaurants to drop In at, a lo- 
cal "frat" house or fraternity order 
or union room open at any time, 20 
homes of friends. 
That Is the equip- 


ment required at home to make a man 
happy and keep him sane and de- 
cent. 


Need Men and Money. 


M the front the entire Job is being 


tackled by 80 "Y" secretaries. These 
secretaries are business men, college 
professors, ministers, former secre- 
taries in the United States. Three of 
them have been teaching in Syria. One 
of them Is professor of psychology at 
SJoui City, la.

"WILD FIRE" IN TOBACCO 


New Disease Worrying Virginia and 


Carolina Growers. 


A new tobacco disease has appeared 


in certain sections of Virginia and 
North Carolina, according to Dr. K. A. 
Wolf of the North Carolina experiment 
station, and because of its destructive- 
ness is the cause ot much concern to 
the tobacco growers. 


The disease was present In some 


places last year, but did not attract 
much attention because it was not 
widespread. The disease spreads very 
rapidly during rainy weather and has 
been appropriately given the name of 
"wild fire." 


"Wild fire" has been found to be due 


to a germ or bacterium. Three days af- 
ter healthy plants are Inoculated with 
these germs they show yellow spots, 
marking the beginning of the disease. 
In some sections the Idea Is pretty gen- 
erally held that fertilizer of one brand 
or another, or one proportion or an- 
other, were the cause of "wild fire." In 
others It Is said to be due to weather 
conditions, to the prevalence of Insects, 
etc. 


Judging from a knowledge of other 


germ diseases, experts are confident 
that nothing can be done to check the 
disease In the field. Since It started In 
the plant bods, It may be possible to 
prevent It there. In order to deter- 
mine tills, studies are being made of 
the origin of the disease and Its means 
of spread and It Is planned to put a 
complete report In the hands of to- 
bacco growers before next planting 
season.
